R ebekall Devino calls her experience Uving on the minimum 
wage in Chicago “traumatic”— it’s hard when others look down o 
her or she worries about savings. 


She says the biggest struggle of living on 
a tight budget is not spending less— it’s the 
loss of “peace of mind.” She says she wishes 
she could have a little money left over each 
month to “save for a rainy day” and not wor- 
ry that one emergency expense could ruin 
her finances. 

“To me, having a savings account is more 
valuable than what you might be able to buy 
with that money,” Devino said. 

Devino, 32, has been living on minimum 
wage — currently S8.25 an hour in Chicago 
and statewide— plus tips for most of the 
past three years. In 2012, she was laid off 


from her job teaching Spanish at a board- 
ing school in Iowa. Now, instead of work- 
ing at a job in which her room and board 
were provided and she made $17,000 a year, 
Devino works 30 hours a week as a barista 
at Cafe Descartes at Northeastern Illinois 
University 

That yields about $1,250 a month, or 
about $15,000 a year, before taxes. 

That job pays her monthly expenses: 
$640 rent for her Uptown studio apart- 
ment, Siio for phone and Internet, $250 for 
groceries and health insurance, and $4 for 
prescriptions. Plus, she owes about $40,000 


in student loans. When she needs to make 
extra money, Devino sometimes sells her 
plasma for between $20 and $50. During the 
summer, she rides her bike to save on public 
transportation. 

Even with the increase in the city’s mini- 
mum wage to $10 an hour July i, Devino 
isn’t sure she will be able to make her savings 
goals a reahty Her health insurance costs 
could go up as her income increases. 

Devino is applying for full-time jobs, she 
says, and hopes to be making a “living wage” 
using her professional skills soon. 

“I am not a victim,” Devino said. ‘And I 
completely mean to overcome and survive 
this rough patch.”

Save wisely 

For barista Rebekah Devino, the hardest part of 
iiving on the minimum wage is not being abie to 
sock away some savings for a rainy day. 

She’s not aione, said Adam Glassberg, a financiai 
counseior at Chicago’s D3 Financiai Counselors. Fie 
agrees that maintaining a savings account while 
living on the minimum wage is tough. 

“On the current minimum wage, just looking at 
the numbers, it’s nearly impossible to be able to 
save money,” he said. 

Glassberg said that for those earning mini- 
mum wage and barely covering their expenses, it 
doesn’t make sense to save. If they decide to save 
and go into debt to cover expenses, that can be 
more costly in the long run. 

If people are able to save, even $25 a month, 
Glassberg stressed the importance of creating a 
three- to six-month cash reserve before focus- 
ing on retirement savings, because “stuff always 
happens.” 

This cash reserve can help guard against unex- 
pected, one-time expenses. -c.w.

Studies say up to 3M U.S. 
gamers exhibit negative 
addiction symptoms

Robert never has taken an illegal substance, 
but he’s frequently overindulged in what- 
for him, at least— is the virtual equivalent of 
crack. There are acute moments when the 
29 -year-old lifelong gamer experiences with- 
drawal symptoms from a lack of video gaming 
that are surprisingly similar to those of drug 
addicts, 

“There’s been times where I’ve felt physical 
pain from not being able to play video games,” 
Robert admitted, ‘^d if I can’t get time with 
them. I’ll get angry and irritated at people.” 

Excessive gaming while in college led to 
poor grades and social isolation, but Robert’s 
habit didn’t peak until two years ago, after his 
wife introduced him to “World of Warcraft.” 
He soon began logging 50 to 70 hours a week 
in the PC role-playing game — growing more 
committed to his cartoonish avatar than to 
his health, his job and his family 

Months flew by without communication 


with his parents, and 
his relationship with 
his wife almost solely 
consisted of sitting 
side by side while they 
both peered into com- 
puter monitors. He 
eventually realized he 
had a problem. With 
his wife’s help, he’s 
been able to curb his 
gaming consumption 
recently to 15 hours a week, but he’s worried 
that it might be a temporary state. 

“I cope better than I used to, but some- 
times I’m scared because it would take very 
little for me to slip back into my old ways,” 
said Robert, who asked that his last name not 
be used for this article to protect his privacy 
Robert is far from the only one dealing with 
an unhealthy devotion to gaming. Studies by 
Iowa State University and the University of 
Sydney have estimated that up to 3 million 
Americans— about 8 percent of all gamers— 
exhibit negative symptoms of addiction. To 
put that number into context, that’s more 


than double the amount of people in the 
United States addicted to cocaine. 

David Goldman, a mental health coun- 
selor in Chicago, said he deals with a lot of 
patients — especially young males — who show 
signs of gaming addictions. 

“I had a parent recently complain that their 
teen was playing 12 hours of Xbox a day and 
was sleeping less and skipping meals,” Gold- 
man said. 

Health professionals finally are recognizing 
gaming addiction as a diagnosable issue. For 
the first time, the latest update of the Diagnos- 
tic and Statistical Manual of Mental Disorders 
(DSM) has an entry for “Internet gaming disor- 
der” (with the caveat that it’s provisionary and 
needs more clinical research to warrant becom- 
ing a formal disorder). According to the DSM, 
Internet gaming disorder is defined by the be- 
havior of gamers who play compulsively and to 
the exclusion of other interests, and whose per- 
sistent and recurrent online activity results in 
“clinically significant impairment or distress.” 

In other words, Internet gaming disorder 
isn’t about a simple calculation of the amount 
of time spent playing, but about gamers ex- 


hibiting self-destructive behavior because of 
their habits, according to Dr. Hilarie Cash, 
co-founder of ReSTART— a residential treat- 
ment center for gaming and Internet addic- 
tion in Seattle. It’s possible to play “Super Ma- 
rio Kart” a few hours a day in your free time 
and not have a problem. 

“It’s about someone who games despite aU 
the bad consequences that it leads to: a lack of 
sleep, emotional irritabflity, social withdrawal, 
letting go with old friends and narrowing in- 
terests,” Cash said. “They also become deceit- 
ful; lying to people about how much they’re 
doing it. It’s typical with lots of addictions.” 

That description sounds familiar to Beth, 
whose ex-husband’s love of the onfine game 
“Dark Age of Camelot” destroyed their three- 
year marriage. Beyond work demands, John 
would spend almost every waking hour play- 
ing the online PC game. 

“He’d come home from work at 6 p.m. and 
immediately start playing until i or 2 a.m.,” 
said Beth, who didn’t want her last name used 
in this article to protect her privacy “We didn’t 
leave the house much, didn’t have sex, and we 
barely talked. Even our honeymoon was only

three days long because he wanted to use his 
vacation days for gaming instead of travel.” 

Beth started playing the game with John 
so they could spend time together, but saw 
the negative effects of too much gaming on 
herself She went out more and took to new 
hobbies such as yoga, but she couldn’t con- 
vince him to join her outside the confines of 
a screen. They explored relationship counsel- 
ing, but John denied his gaming problem. 

‘i\fter one session, the counselor declared 
that there wasn’t a way to save the marriage. 
That was pretty surprising,” said Beth, who 
ended the marriage soon after. 

Highly immersive online role-playing games 
like “World of Warcraft” and “Camelot” fre- 
quently are cited as the conduits of addiction, 
but Internet gaming disorder doesn’t require 
dragons — nor home gaming consoles. 

Cultural anthropologist Natasha Dow 
Schtill, the author of ‘ikddiction by Design: 
Machine Gambling in Las Vegas,” sees an in- 
sidious merging of the slot machine industry 
with “casual” mobile phone games. 

“There isn’t much difference between a 
modern slot machine and ‘Candy Crush,’ ”

SchiiU said. 

In both cases, a constant stream of tiny 
reinforcements (small amounts of money or 
disappearing rows of candy) can keep players 
glued to screens for hours. 

“Both get people into this trancelike 
state— ‘the zone’— and they just keep kill- 
ing the monster or crushing the candy,” she 
added. “You never know when you’re going to 
get the reward or what the reward will be. It’s 
these httle ludic loops.” 

SchiiU says she’s surprised that gaming isn’t 
more regulated. 

“It’s shocking that we regulate things like 
kids’ toys and eyeliner, yet we’re surrounded 
by all this digital media and we yet don’t to- 
tally know what it’s doing to us,” she said. “I 
think we need to worry about it and research 
it to understand the psychological effects.” 

Robert knows the potential dangers of his 
own gaming habits, but he’s not ready to com- 
pletely give them up. 

“For me, the benefits outweigh the nega- 
tives,” he said. “In the end. I’ve met so many 
good people from them and they’re stUl a lot 
of fun to play They make me happy” 


Am I addicted 
to video games? 

There have been a few times in my life 
when I’ve been caught off guard by how 
drawn into video games I can become. 
The first time I can remember having 
that feeling was when I was ii or 12. 

I was playing “Super Mario Bros. 3” on 
the Nintendo Entertainment System, 
paid for with money I’d made on my 
paper route. I’d gotten done with the 
day’s dehveries and was making some 
good progress on the game when the 
telephone rang. It was a friend calling to 
see if I wanted to come out and play I 
remember feeling irritated that he inter- 
rupted my game, but feeling bad for wanting to play with Mario 
rather than a real live human being. I was a shy kid, and to this 
day I find myself feeling stressed out by social situations. In the 
end, I made up a lie about not feeling well and went back to the 
Mushroom Kingdom. 

There have been other times when I’ve surprised myself 
with how involved I’ve become in playing a game. I’ve had close 
loved ones express concern about how much I play, and how 
angry or frustrated I can become when a game isn’t going well 
for me. These moments have driven me to ask myself: Am I ad- 
dicted to video games? 

Video games are a form of entertainment that I have enjoyed 
passionately for a long time, but frankly it is difficult being an 
adult and sharing that passion. Many opportunities for mak- 
ing friends as an adult come through work, and projecting a 
professional, competent image can be difficult when expressing 
allegiance with the Dorito-dusted, T-shirt-wearing, Mountain 
Dew-chugging hardcore gamer stereotype (see: “South Park” 
Season 10, Episode 8 “Make Love, Not Warcraft”). 

Expressing concerns about overindulgence and potential ad- 
diction to video games feels siUy However, these concerns aren’t 
exactly unfounded. Many of the games I enjoy put me in the 
shoes of powerful characters who have nearly complete control 
over their destinies, realizing their dreams with the simple press 
of a button. This is not an easy feefing to turn my back on. 

Lately, the gaming community has made efforts to start con- 
versations about what we’re going through and why these games 
can become so consuming. Resources like takethis.org provide 
welcome touchstones and perspective. I’ve also taken it upon 
myself to take ownership of my passion. 

There are times when I’ve used video games to escape from 
difficult times and feelings in my life, and played more than I 
may have meant to without really thinking about it. However, 
I’ve never gotten so involved in playing a game that it has 
meaningfully harmed other, more important parts of my life. 

I’ve never lost relationships or a job or risked financial ruin over 
a game. None of these things excuses me from being mindful 
about how I engage with video games, but because of them I 
don’t consider myself an addict. 

I think I also have to do a better job of communicating to 
the people I care about how much these games mean to me. 
They tell stories and build empathy in ways that are on par with 
and, in some ways, surpass other media like books or movies. 
Gaming is a big part of my life, and working toward a healthy, 
balanced and honest engagement with this hobby can lead me 
only to a happier existence.

Fire goalie Sean Johnson 
wins race and gets to 
drive a Lambo to work

The experience of driving a Lamborghini lives 
up to the hype, according to Fire goalkeeper 
Sean Johnson. 

‘Ikbsolutely it’s a raging buU,” said Johnson, 
winner of a one-year lease on 
a Lamborghini Gallardo LP 
550-2. 

He emerged victorious in 
the What’Cha Got race se- 
ries held in the parking lot of 
Toyota Park recently Johnson’s home stadi- 
um served as backdrop for the competition, 
which consisted of Major League Soccer play- 
ers racing a Lamborghini around a harrowing 
course filled with twists and turns. 

Johnson beat fellow goalkeeper Dan Ken- 
nedy of Chivas USA by less than a second in a 


thrilling finale televised on ESPN FC. 

“It’s an excellent machine,” Johnson said 
of the Gallardo, which retails for more than 
$160,000. “[Performance} is what they’re all 
about, and that power [of the engine} is what 
you feel in that car.” 

From hearing the MLS star describe the 
car, it seems the driver gets a Formula One 
race car-type experience behind the wheel of 
the Lamborghini. 

“It has a really good center 
of gravity; you’re essentially 
sitting on the floor,” Johnson 
said. 

The Fire’s 2013 Defender of 
the Year has been a car enthusiast all his life. 
His dad taught him to drive when Johnson 
was growing up in Georgia. Although his ev- 
eryday car is a 2010 Nissan 370 Z, Johnson’s 
all-time favorite ride is a Ferrari, which hap- 
pens to be Lamborghini’s archrival. 

“Ferrari is my ultimate dream car,” he said. 


“The 458 Italia is unbelievable.” 

In a way, there wouldn’t be Lamborghinis 
if it weren’t for Ferrari. The story goes that 
Lamborghini Trattori S.p.A. is a company that 
originated with tractors made from surplus 
military hardware. Founder Ferruccio Lam- 
borghini became inspired to produce high- 
end automobiles after growing frustrated 
with a Ferrari he had purchased. 

He took his complaints directly to compa- 
ny founder Enzo Ferrari, the story goes, and 
Ferrari rudely dismissed him. 

Ferrari told him to focus on his tractors 
instead. Lamborghini took it as a challenge, 
and the two companies have rivaled 
each other for Itafian 
sports car supremacy ^ 
ever since. 

Johnson hasn’t 
had a chance to 
take the Lambo- 
rghini to a track to 


really see what the car can do, but he hopes to 
do so before the summer ends. The high-per- 
formance machine turns heads everywhere he 
takes it. 

“It’s an eye-catcher, so you expect the looks 
when you drive it,” he said. “People always 
want to take pictures, which is totally fine. It’s 
going to be sad when I have to give it back at 
the end of the year, but I’ve enjoyed it to the 
fullest. It’s an unbefievable piece of machin- 
ery, and everybody should enjoy it.”

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Dc Quay’s Dutcli-Indoncsiaii fare is destination-worthy

T ' he phrase “neighborhood restaurant” has become something of a pejorative in 
these times of multimillion-dollar restaurant build-outs, innovative pop-ups and 
clubby small-plates spots. The connotation is that it’s at best classic and unfussy and at 
worst cheap, unrefined and just uninteresting enough that it could never be a destination. And 
there are plenty of those kinds of neighborhood restaurants in Chicago. But what I’ve also 
found is that the restaurants that I really adore— where something unique and exciting is go- 
ing on, where they’re forwarding a new vision of dining and also doing it in a personaHzed way 
that satisfies the individual diner— are also often identified as neighborhood restaurants. De 
Quay, a new Dutch-Indonesian spot in Lakeview, identifies as such. I stopped in to find out if 
it would be the kind of mediocre ’hood spot that repels or the killer kind that thrills. 


The host with the most 

The outside of de Quay resembles something 
out of a Sherlock Hohnes novel, with black 
metal lanterns that look Hke antique gaslights 
glowing across the facade. Chocolate-colored 
tables and chairs are bathed in flickering 
LED tealights; one on my table, however, 
had gone dim. As he took our drink order, 
wine director and general manager Terry 
McNeese— a veteran of Bistro no, Le Lan 
and Henri— noticed and deftly swapped in a 
new working light as he delivered a coupe of 
delightful, dry strawberry-nosed sparkling 
Alsatian pinot noir from Domaine Camille 


Brown ($ii a glass). McNeese sussed out that 
I like Alsatian wines and poured a couple of 
rieslings as samples for my date and me while 
we waited for our appetizers. He did the 
same thing with a beer he’s excited about for 
the table of ladies across the way Because of 
McNeese, de Quay feels like a cocktail party 
thrown by a discerning friend. 

Meet chef David de Quay 

McNeese’s culinary partner in crime, and the 
restaurant’s namesake, is chef/owner David 
de Quay De Quay is not a famfliar name in 
Chicago, but he’s no newbie chef He began 


cooking at age 5, inspired by his Dutch 
grandmother, who whipped up incredible 
things from her personal vegetable garden. 
“Cooking chose me. It was in my blood,” de 
Quay said. “People in my family would say, 
‘David’s gonna be a chef when he grows up,’ 
and I’d beam with pride.” De Quay gradu- 
ated from hotel and hospitahty management 
school at Michigan State University in 1983 
and worked a series of jobs, including a stint 
at The Greenbrier, a resort in West Virginia 
that he said had incredible European-style 
training. When a restaurant deal fell through, 
he studied at The Erench Pastry School 
in Chicago in 2013. He most recently ran 
the kitchen at the Hinsdale Golf Club. I 
wouldn’t consider such a gig auspicious, but 
then again, Curtis Duffy of Grace got his 
start at a country club in Columbus, Ohio. 

If it wasn’t the discipfine of running the 
country club kitchen that contributed to de 
Quay’s tremendous debut, I suspect it was 
his thoughtfulness. De Quay didn’t want to 
open a place just to open one; he wanted to 
contribute something to Chicago that didn’t 
exist. “Chicago is a wonderful culinary com- 
munity that spans amazing ethnic spots to 
five-star dining. I knew if I was going to open 


a place, it had to be something unique, some- 
thing we didn’t have, that contributed to the 
conversation,” de Quay said. “My father was 
Dutch and he was in the Dutch Navy He’d 
travel to Indonesia and bring back these 
incredible spices. Our family would cook 
these rijsttafel dishes,” which are a traditional 
Dutch family-style meal, de Quay said. “I 
grew up with that and thought it was some- 
thing interesting I could bring to the city” 

The Dutch touch 

And that is exactly what he’s done. Except 
for some excellent Indonesian street food 
from Rickshaw Republic up the street, I have 
little frame of comparison for what de Quay 
is cooking. What I do know is de Quay’s 
food is fully formed, perfectly seasoned and 
eminently comforting. Black pepper-gouda 
dumphngs ($9), crispy wonton wrappers 
stuffed with velvety gouda cheese-larded 
mashed potato, firm English peas and salty 
bits of smoky bacon, are like a cross between 
shepherd’s pie and crab rangoon. The bright 
mustard dipping sauce and tiny slivers of 
chili smartly cut through the richness of the 
dumphng. I’m also smitten with de Quay’s 
nasi goreng (S13), a fiery Indonesian fried rice 
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Studded with tender florets of cauliflower 
kicked up with Holland hot finger chilis and 
sambal oelek chili paste. Served with a side of 
sambal, rusty-colored tangy tamarind sauce, 
a mix of crushed coconut and peanuts, and 
house-pickled cucumbers, you can doctor the 
rice to your taste in the same interactive way 
you do with a bowl of pho. The final dish, 
no matter how you garnish it, has the carby 
comfort of Chinese fried rice. 

This being a Dutch-inspired restaurant, 
there are, of course, frites ($7). They are 
mahogany-hued, universally crispy 
and incredibly fight. They’re 
served with glossy gooey peanut 
sauce and diU-flecked mayo, and 
I pretty much licked both of the 
condiment holders clean once I 
ran out of frites. 

De Quay’s buttermilk-marinat- 
ed chicken thigh ($18) perched on 
a mountain of basmati rice surrounded 
by a moat of sunshine-yellow curry bursting 
with lemongrass and lime notes is a lesson 
for Thai takeout joints. Instead of serving up 
mushy tofu and tasteless cubes of pedestrian 
chicken or beef, they could kick up their pre- 
sentation and flavors with a beautiful juicy 
chicken thigh like the one served at de Quay 

While I loved the curry the poultry 
champion of the night was a tamarind- and 
soy-glazed duck breast and leg ($25). The 
sauce was thick like molasses— salty, sweet 
and tangy a delightful lacquer for the tender 
rare breast meat on the plate. The duck’s 
garnish of Asian pear, caramelized fennel 
tossed in an almost foie gras-like duck jus and 
gingerbread-like croutons called ginger koek 
would be a killer standalone salad even if it 
wasn’t served with the duck. 

Savory and sweet skills 

De Quay deploys his French pastry training 
well, serving desserts such as a hot home- 
made stroopwafel ($8) dripping with caramel, 
and a massive macaron ($8) called a rocher 
topped with Dutch chocolate cream so deca- 


dent that were you trying to achieve death 
by chocolate, this would be the delightful 
murder weapon. Though we ordered the 
Dutch chocolate rocher and the stroopwa- 
fel, my date expressed disappointment that 
we couldn’t also try the almond spekkoek 
(S8), a cake made of dozens of thin layers of 
almond paste (think of the wafering in a Kit 
Kat candy bar, but softer) that are spread 
painstakingly one layer a time and broiled 
individually by the de Quay chefs until the 
cake is built up to a few inches in thickness. 

McNeese retorted to her, “Well, now 
you have a reason to come back 
next Sunday” But minutes later, 
he showed up with not only the 
desserts we ordered but also a 
slice of spekkoek for us to try 
It had a cherrylike essence and 
a pleasant burnt, nutty finish that 
melded with the toasty hazelnut 
notes of the housemade pandan leaf ice 
cream served alongside it. We expressed our 
delight to McNeese when he inquired what 
we thought. After we thanked him, he said, 

“I still expect you to come back next week.” 
Though it is not in our neighborhood, de 
Quay is one of the most incredible neigh- 
borhood restaurants, and because of that, 
though it may not be next week, or the week 
after that, we will most definitely return. 

Bottom line 

De Quay is a spectacular— and spectacu- 
larly unique— restaurant serving incredible 
Dutch-Indonesian gourmet comfort food 
amidst impeccable, personal service in a 
comforting setting. These qualities make it 
a destination neighborhood restaurant on 
par with celebrated spots such as Longman 
& Eagle, Lula Cafe, Nightwood, and maybe 
my very favorite of all, Lincoln Park’s defunct 
Kith & Kin.

Strawberry bisque ($7) at Spencer’s Jolly Posh Foods

Last we checked in on Spencer’s Jolly Posh Foods in 2013, it was a British-import grocer in 
Lakeview doing simple sandwiches, scones and afternoon tea. It has since moved to posher digs 
and hopes to escape the bangers-and-FIP Sauce cliche of British cooking. Instead, owner Nick 
Spencer told me, he’s shooting for the Gordon Ramsay/Marco Pierre White ideal of British gastron- 
omy-employing classic French techniques, plated presentations and so forth. Fle’s hired Garrett 
Christiansen, who spent three years with the Alinea/Next/Aviary group, to be executive chef. 

Flis strawberry bisque impressed me a lot. The prettiest soup in Chicago is hard to categorize- 
a chilled soup that’s equal parts appetizer, dessert and palate-cleanser. Essentially it’s a pureed 
strawberry gazpacho, with grilled cherry tomatoes, herbs, garlic croutons and feta bringing the sa- 
vory notes. Orange peel is burned, ground and sprinkled as if it’s black pepper. If this soup is indica- 
tive of the ambition at Jolly Posh, it’s a restaurant worth keeping on our radars, -kevin pang, tribune

It’s a brac- 
ing moment that humanizes a show that is 
scaled for an arena, yet strives for intimacy 

“We loved punk, but we took the ideas of 
punk and expanded them,” says Clayton, still 
sporting his Stranglers T shirt from that night’s 
concert. “The things Bono talks about and em- 
braces in these songs come from a very real 
place for all of us in Dublin.”
